Since 1913 up to the breaking out 
of the war the proportion of new merchant 
ships bullt was 58 per cent. to Great Bri- 
tain, 14 per cent. to Germany, and & per 
cent. in the United States. 

For many years both the Republican and 
Democratic parties, tn their platforms and 
from the mouths of their statesmen. have 
voiced their purpose to upbulld the Amer 
ican mercantile marine. Cleveland was jn 
favor of “restoring our commercia! shipping 
to its proper place,” but he proposed no 
legislation to that end. and during his ad- 
ministration our tonnage fell below its 
status under Harrison. 

President McKinley, in bis message to 


“Foreign ships should carry the least, not 
the greatest, part of American trade. The 
remarkable growth of our steel industries, 
the progress of shipbuilding for the domes. 
tie trade, and our steadily maintained ex- 
penditures for the navy bave crested an 
opportunity to place the United States in 
the fret rank of commercial maritime 
powers. 

“Resides realizing a proper national se- 
piration, this will meat the establishment 
of @ bealthy growth slope our coasts of 
distinctive national industry. expanding the 


tation facilities and reduce freight charges | 
on the vast volume of products brought 
from the interior to the seaboard for export, 
and will strengthen the arm of national 
defense, upon which the founders of the gov- 
ernment and their successors have relied.” 

President Roosevelt, in his message of 
1901, sald: 

“Shipping lines, if established to the prin- 
cipal countries with which we have deal- 
ings, would be of political as well as of com- 

benefit. From every standpoint it 
is unwise for the United States to continue 
to rely upon ships of competing nations for 
the distribution of our goods.” 

And in despite of all this urgency the per. 
centage of American exports carried in 
American ships dwindled from 12 to 9 per 
cent. between 1901 and 1903. 

With nine bushels of wheat and nine 
bales of cotton carried from American to 


European ports in American ships, against ; 


ninetyone bushels and ninety-one bales 
carried in foreign ships. the Democratic 
party set about the business, which it 
claimed the Republicans had shamefully 
neglected, of “restoring our lost mercantile 
marine.”’ In the Baltimore convention it 
adopted a plank in favo? of “fostering by 
constitutional regulation of commerce the 
growth of a merchant marine . . . but 
without imposing additional burdens upon 
the people and withort bounties or subsidies 
from the public treasury.” The latter part 
of this plank the administration made a des 
perate effort to smash with the ship 
purchasing bill, which would have added 
$30,000,000 or $40,000,000 to the treasury 
deficit, in order to purchase foreign-bullt 
ships and run them ata loss. The result, of 
course, would have been to force the few 
remaining American shipowners to sell 
their vessels, either to the United States or 
to foreigners, or to allow them, for lack of 
employment, to rot at the wharves. 

The bill that the Democrats succeeded in 
passing will, unless the incoming Congress 
shall promptly repeal the clause in it re 
quiring the employment of only English- 
speaking sailors, as effectually destroy our 
mercantile marine as the ship-purchasing 
act could do. 

It will be the dety of every Senator and 
Representative from the Pacific Coast, of 
whatever politics, upon the assembling of 
Congress, to make a determined effort to 
secure a repeal of the lingual clause of the 


law.
